THE OAT THIRTIES 


HUEY LONG 
The assassination of Senator Hu ey Long of 
Lou isiana m arks the end of a m ost u nu su al p o­ 
litical figu re. His p ower in the p olitics of his 
hom e state, and the growing influ ence he wielded 
in W ashington, were the resu lt of sheer force of 
p ersonality which friend and foe alike had to 
adm it, and a t least som ewhat, adm ire. W hile 
disliked throu ghou t m ost of the cou ntry and b y 
the m ajority of his colleagu es in the national 
cap ital, he had a forcefu l ap p eal and a loy al fol­ 
lowing am ong the citizens of the b ack-cou ntry of 
Lou isiana. O thers in his state he whip p ed into 
line b y his u nflinching fighting ab ility and will 
to dom inate. 
His m ethods were as u nscru p u lou s as they were 
disliked. He ru led w ith force as ev idenced b y the 
final incident of his life. His assailant was shot 
down the nex t insta nt after the attack on Long 
b y the ev er faithfu l b ody gu ards, hired to p ro­ 
tect him against those who m ight try to strike 
b ack b y p hy sical force in retaliation to his ru th­ 
less p olitical m aneu v ering. His p olitical hench­ 
m en stop p ed little short of any m eans to gain 
the end of serv ing the will of their state dictator 
and m aster. It is not su rp rising tha t su ch an 
ingloriou s end shou ld ov ertake one who liv ed in 
the shadow of su ch conditions as he him self cre­ 
ated in his own state. 
Long started his p olitical career from a m ost 
inau sp iciou s b eginning, and gradu ally b u ilt his 
p ower and influ ence throu gh the dom ineering 
force of his shining p ersonality . Once he felt 
the ex u b erance of p ower, his greed knew no end. 
He engineered a state legislatu re of m en who 
wre his stau nch followers. This b ody carried ou t 
his wishes to the letter. He jam m ed b ills throu gh 
tha t b ody b y the dozens to v est' him self w ith 
ab solu te control ov er the p olitical ru le of the 
state, ev en to the m u nicip al gov ernm ents of in­ 
div idu al cities. 
W hen he w ent to W ashington as a senatorial 
rep resentativ e of his “em p ire” in the sou th, it 
was assu m ed tha t he wou ld alter his way s, tha t 
the dignity of this office and changed env iron­ 
m ent wou ld q u iet the fiery tongu ed kingfish, b u t 
not so. He was in ev idence as a figu re to b e heard, 
if not one with which to b e reckoned w ith, from 
the start. His influ ence grew u ntil his p resent 
day dem agogu e ap p eal of “share-the-w ealth” was 


firmly rooting him as a definite factor in the 
coming p residential election. It was not seriou sly 
considered a p ossib ility tha t he wou ld gain the 
high office if he wou ld declare him self a candi­ 
date as he threatened, b u t it was freely adm itted 
tha t his following m ight well b e the b alance of 
p ower tha t wou ld swing the election to either of 
the m ajor p arties tha t he m ight choose to b ack. 
Sp ecu lation is rip e as to w hat will hap p en to 
the p olitical em p ire which Long b u ilt and con­ 
trolled in Lou isiana. Some think tha t it will im ­ 
m ediately disintegrate du e to the lack of leader­ 
ship of the kind tha t Long su p p lied while others 
are of the op inion tha t su ch a w idesp read and 
p owerfu l organization can b e carried on b y the 
lieu tenants of Long. Howev er, it seems ob v iou s 
tha t the entire set-u p rev olv ed arou nd the force­ 
fu lness and dom ination of the decedent. No p rin- i 
cip les were inv olv ed and no other p u rp ose other j 
tha n the will to ru le were in ev idence. He ru led | 
b ecau se he was p owerfu l and his followers did as 
he b id them . It will in all p rob ab ility b e a long 
tim e b efore another su ch character dev elop s in 
Lou isiana or any other state. 


FORTUNE TELLING 
One can find few histories tha t are m ore in­ 
teresting tha n those of su p erstition, and hu m an 
credu lity — and of those who p rey on b oth. From 
the b eginning of m an’s consciou s life on earth, 
it has b een so. We hav e b oth classes today , the. 
swindlers and swindled. The so term ed b u siness 
is ev idently p rofitab le, ex cep t to the gu lled. The 
la tter can not ahv ay s b e p rotected, not as long 
as there are fortu ne tellers and confidence men. 
Bu t a t least the law can b e enforced, law which 
is b eing v iolated b y these dealers in hop e, and 
traders on it, wherev er they op erate. The am ou nt 
of money which is taken b y them regu larly from 
p eop le who can ill afford it, one can only gu ess, 
b u t it is u ndou b tedly large. 
Ev ery citizen of the cou ntry has a direct inte r­ 
est in the enforcem ent of law against the sw in­ 
dler who p rey s on hu m an weakness in su ch a 
m anner. Fortu ne telling flou rishes in m any sec­ 
tions, y et we are su p p osed to b e an edu cated 
p eop le. Howev er, it seems tha t centu ries of edu ­ 
cation has b een inadeq u ate to free the hu m an 
m ind of su ch ru b b ish. 
Ev ery effort shou ld b e ex ercised to driv e these 
traffickers in hop e ou t of b u siness.
